The edition of “ Poor’s Manual of 
Railroads For INOD.” which is now in 
press, 
will present some interesting 
statistics, 
show ing tile 
earnings of

railw ays during the past 
year. 
According to tin* statistical exhibits 
contained in the introduction to the 
work, the length of steam railroads in 
the United States on Dec. 31, 181)8, w as 
186,810 miles, a net increase of 2,211) 
miles in the year. Although there were 


3 ,11)9 m iles of new railroad constructed 
in 1898, sundry deductions, due chiefly 
to the abandonm ent of roads built in 
previous years, aggregating 980 miles, 
caused the low net increase in tile year. 
The heaviest construction of the year 
was in the southwestern group of 
states, in which no less than 912 miles 
were built, Arkansas having 4 ,0 its 
credit 224 miles, Texas 180 mill «T New 
Mexico 159 miles, Missouri 132 miles 
and Oklahoma Territory 120 miles. 
The result 01 the operations of the 
railroads of Hie country is a matter of 
first importance with investors and 
publicists. Examination of the figures 
shows that gross earnings increased 
$116,692,098 in 1898 over the earnings 
of 1897. and $123,920,699 over the earn 
ings of 1890. Large as these increases 
appear, however, the percentage of.in 
crease (which was 1.03 greater in 1898. 
as compared with 1897), seems intiui 
tesimal. 
The greatest increase in earnings was 
in the freight department, which ag 
gregated 
$808,924,526 
in 
1898, 
as 
against $780,351,939 in 1897, the in­ 
crease of $88,572,587 being equal to 
1.29 per cent, notwithstanding a de­ 
crease of 2.80 per cent in the average 
receipts per ton per mile, which, in 
1898, reached the lowest figures ever 
recorded, being 7.58 mills, as against 
7.97 mills in 1897 and 8.20 mills in 189G. 
In 1898 the number of tons of freight 
moved increased 1.88 per cent, while 
the number of tons of freight moved 
one mile increased 4.21 per cent, the 
actual volume of increase in the latter 
Item representing 16,723,604,041 tons 
one mile. The significance of this in­ 
crease becomes apparent when com­ 
parison is made with the increase re 
corded in other years. In 1897 the in­ 
crease in tons one mile over 1896 was 
8,956.715,516; 1896 over 1895, 5.318,082,- 
833; 1895 over 1894, 6,347,870,303.

He knew the value of the 
port of Manilla and the arsenals of 
Cavil*. 
He needed a home for the 
American fleet under his command for 
the protection of American commerce, 
and there was no American port or 
arsenal nearer than San Francisco. He 
fallowed the clear dictates of common 
lense and the absolutely certain 


Logic o f HU Ord«r». 
When he was at Mira 
bay, 
near 
Hongkong, ready to strike the Span­ 
iards in the Philippines and awaiting 
for orders, he was showered with dis­ 
patches from 
Singapore, about 1,700 
miles distant, where one of Mr. Cleve­

consuls 
lingered, 
about 
tho 
prodigies one Aguinaldo could perform

they said that tile American consuls

Tile edition of “Poor’s Manual of 
Railroads For 1899,” which is now in

1 statistics, showing the earnings o 
I American railw ays during the past 
year. 
According to the statistical exhibits 
contained in the Introduction to the 
wink, the length of steam railroads in 
the United States on H e e . ol, 181)8, was 
180,810 miles, a net increase of 2,210 
miles in the year. Although there were 
3,109 miles of new railroad constructed 
in 1898, sundry deductions, due chiefly 
to the abandonm ent of roads built In 
previous years, aggregating 080 miles, 
caused the low net increase in the year. 
The heaviest construction of the year 
w'as iii the southw estern group of 
states, in which no less than ‘912 miles 
w'ere built, A rkansas having 4,1 its 
credit 224 miles, Texas 180 mill *T New 
Mexico 159 miles, Missouri 132 miles 
aud Oklahoma Territory J20 miles. 
The result 01 the operations of tin 
railroads of the country is a m atter of 
first im portance with investors and 
publicists. 
Exam ination of the figures 
shows that gross earnings increased 
$ 110.(592,09s iu 1898 over the earning: 
of 1897. and $123,920,099 over the earn 
lugs of 1890. 
Large as these Increases 
appear, however, the percentage of,iii 
crease (which was 1.03 greater in 1898 
as compared with 1897), seems in tin I 
tesimal. 
The greatest increase In earnings was 
In the freight departm ent, which ag 
gregn ted 
$808,924,520 
in 
1898. 
as 
against $780,351,939 in 1897, the in­ 
crease of $88,572,587 being equal to 
1.29 per cent, notw ithstanding a dc 
crease of 2.80 per cent in the average 
receipts per ton per mile, which, in 
1808, reached the lowest figures ever 
recorded, being 7.58 mills, as against 
7.97 mills in 1897 and 8.20 mills in 1896. 
In 1898 the num ber of tons of freight 
moved increased 1.88 per cent, while 
the num ber of tons of freight moved 
one mile increased 4.21 per cent, the 
actual volume of increase in the latter 
Item representing 16,723,604,041 tons 
one mile. 
The significance of this in­ 
crease becomes apparent when com­ 
parison is made with the increase re­ 
corded in other years. 
In 1897 the in­ 
crease in tons one mile over 1896 was 
8,956.715.516; 1890 over 1895, 5.318,082,- 
833; 1895 over 1894, 6,347.870,303.
